Finally,  a  national  organization  for  collectors  of  miner's  lamps  is  a 
reality.  At  the  request  of  NSCA  president  Tom  Hitt,  several  collectors  have 
formed  an  interest  group  within  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association. 

The  inter-relationship  of  collecting  mine  scrip  and  mine  lamps  has  been 
evident  for  some  years  and  now  the  association  hopes  to  broaden  its  members 
knowledge  in  the  area  of  mine  lighting  devices.  With  the  formation  of  a 
"Mine  Lighting  Section",  the  NSCA  offers  the  full  benifits  of  its 
established  organiztion,  semi-annual  conventions,  and  a  regular  publication 
-  "Scrip  Talk".  Paul  L.  Kouts  has  been  recruited  as  a  contributing  editor 
for  carbide  and  oil-wick  lamps  and  each  issue  will  have  articles  dedicated 
to  mine  lights.  Some  feature  articles  on  specific  lamps  and  short  pieces 
about  lamps  in  general.  —  I. 

Membership  in  NSCA  is  open  to  all  and  lamp  collectors  should  find  this  a 
good  opportunity  to  grow  with  their  hobby.  At  the  spring  '83  meeting  in 
Bluefield,  over  60  lamps  were  counted  in  stock  for  either  trade  or  sale. 
Items  exchanged,  included:  a  Davy  lamp,  Justrite  #10  lantern,  AUTO-LITEs , 
JUSTRITEs ,  XRAY,  GEE-BEE,  FORCE  FEED,  MAUMEE  DUPLEX,  NORLEIGH  DIAMOND,  UMW 
oil  wicks,  GRIER  BROS  oil  wicks,  FROSTBURG,  and  many  other  lamp  accessories.

In  the  past,  such  informational  exchanges  were  limited  to  a  collector's 
newsletter  published  by  Henry  Pohs  of  Denver  or  to  word  of  mouth  between 
collectors.  Pohs'  authoritative  work  "Early  Underground  Mine  Lamps"  was 
published  in  1974  and  is  now  out-of-print.  A  series  of  booklets  on  carbide 
and  oil-wick  cap  lamps  is  being  published  by  Kouts  and  become  available 
periodically.  Other  publications  have  been  almost  non-existant  with  only 
occasional  articles  having  limited  research. 


The  "Mine  Lighting  Section"  hopes  to  improve  the  amount  of  information 
available  about  lamps  but  will  need  a  lot  of  help  to  grow  out  of  its 
infancy.  If  you  have  information,  questions,  lamps  for  trade/sale/wanted  you 
can  use  the  "Scrip  Talk"  to  reach  other  collectors.
